Incident Details 
On August 16, 2010, at approximately 2100 hours, Deputy Campbell was escorting the 
ш ot a шашлан 


The suspect was very intoxicated, smelled strongly of alcohol, and his clothes were dirty and disheveled. As 
they walked into the jail, the suspect became verbally abusive and told Deputy Campbell, “I’m going to kick 
your ass.” Deputy Campbell walked the suspect into booking cell #2. Hearing the suspect's angry words, 
бериу. кеа over to and stood at the doorway to the booking cell at this time. The suspect was 
unsteady in his stance and tried turning around to face Deputy Campbell. Deputy Campbell said he had to 
turn the suspect around and hold him facing forward against the north wall of the booking cell to keep him 
from falling while maintaining control over the suspect. 


Throughout most of the incident the suspect was angry, uncooperative, and yelled obscenities at Deputy 
Campbell. Deputy Campbell ordered the suspect to calm down so he could finish the booking procedure, 
but he did not comply. Once he finished searching him, Deputy Campbell continued to hold the suspect 
against the north cell wall and he asked Deputy to take the handcuffs off of Suspect Riley Deputy 
ШЕШУ ove the handcuffs and both deputies stepped to the doorway of the booking cell 


Deputy Campbell told the suspect to turn and face him. Then he ordered the suspect to take his shoes off 
and place them on the ground in front of him. The suspect took his left shoe off and threw it at Deputy 
Campbell. The shoe hit the wall next to him. Deputy Campbell warned the suspect not to throw his other 
shoe and to place it on the ground in front of him. The suspect took his right shoe off and threw it at Deputy 
Campbell just missing him. 


~ 


Deputy Campbell told the suspect to back away from him to increase the distance between them. The 
suspect, however, planted his right foot behind him and clenched his fists forming an aggressive stance. He 
then charged forward at Deputy Campbell while raising his clenched fists Fearing that he was about to get 
hit, Deputy Campbell punched the suspect once in the face with his right fist. The suspect took a step 
backwards and rested his back against the north cell wall. 


The suspect, who was yelling gibberish, came off the north cell wall and lunged at Deputy Campbell a 
second time. Deputy wo was standing behind Deputy Campbell, thought the suspect was about to 
attack him again. Deputy Campbell defended himself by pushing the suspect backwards. The suspect took 
a step back then stumbled forward and fell face first against the south wall of the booking cell. 


The suspect yelled something unintelligible and came off the south cell wall swinging his hands and arms 
around. Deputy Campbell told the suspect to lay down on the ground but he refused. In order to stop his 
combative behavior, Deputy Campbell grabbed the suspect by his shoulders and took him down to the 
ground. The suspect landed on his chest. 
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Deputy Campbell then knelt down to the left of the suspect’s prone body and placed his right knee on the 
suspect’s upper back to keep him from moving. He pulled the suspect's left arm behind his back. Deputy 

nelt down and placed her left knee on the suspect's right shoulder blade. She then took hold of the 
suspect's right arm and began to move it toward his back. The suspect resisted her efforts by making his 
arm rigid but she was able to move it completely to his lower back. At that point she handcuffed the 
suspect's wrists. The suspect was told to quit resisting and he complied. Deputy Campbell then helped the 
suspect stand up. Both deputies exited the booking cell and closed the door securing the suspect inside 
without further incident. 


When | arrived on scene, the suspect was still in the booking cell and getting handcuffed by Deputy ш 
as Deputy Campbell held him on the ground. He was yelling obscenities and was slurring his speech. 
Deputy Campbell helped the suspect stand up then both deputies came out of the booking cell and closed 
the door with the suspect handcuffed inside. Deputies Campbell and _ mediately reported their use 
of force to me and Custody Assistant Haynie reported his witnessing of force used upon the suspect.

Deputies Campbell and г compieted written reports of their observations and actions, which were 
consistent with their verbal notification of the use of force. 


Witness Interview(s) 


Witness Custody Assistant Kenneth Haynie Statement 

| videotaped my interview of Witness Haynie in the Palmdale jail on August 16, 2010, at 2123 hours 
Witness Haynie said he was working as the station jailer and happened to be standing by the booking cells 
when Deputy Campbell brought the suspect into the jail. While the suspect was being brought through the 
sally port, he was yelling obscenities at Deputy Campbell. The suspect threatened Deputy Campbell saying 
he would lose his job because the suspect claimed to “know people” 


Deputy Campbell escorted the suspect into booking cell #1 Throughout most of the incident, the suspect 
was yelling obscenities. Witness Haynie said he heard Deputy Campbell ask Deputy о remove the 
suspect's handcuffs which she did. The suspect turned to face Deputy Campbell and was ordered to 
remove his shoes. The suspect took one shoe off and threw at the ground. The witness then heard Deputy 
Campbell tell the suspect to take his other shoe off and to not throw it at him. 


The suspect removed his second shoe and threw it forcefully at Deputy Campbell, missing him. The suspect 
then took a step forward at Deputy Campbell. Witness Haynie believed the suspect was lunging at the 
deputy. Deputy Campbell responded by punching the suspect once in the chest and then taking the suspect 
down. Deputy ЖЕШ а кес over to where the suspect was laying and handcuffed him while Deputy 
Campbell continued to hold the suspect down 


Witness Haynie saw that the suspect was bleeding from his nose and thought the suspect may have hit his 
nose when he landed on the ground. The witness also said he recalled how the suspect had become 
somewhat cooperative once his handcuffs had been removed, but became combative after taking his shoes 
off and throwing them. 
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Suspect Interview(s) 


Suspect Interview(s) Conducted By: я Watch Commander O Supervising Sergeant 


Watch Commander Interview 

Lieutenant Paul Clay interviewed the suspect in the Palmdale jail on August 16, 2010, at 2112 hours. | 
videotaped this interview. The suspect was asked if he drank any alcohol earlier in the day. The suspect 
said he drank a pint of vodka and a 40 ounce beer. He added that he is a chronic alcoholic and will have 
seizures if he goes without drinking alcohol for any length of time. The suspect said he had not taken illegal 
narcotics but had smoked marijuana in the past. Lt. Clay also asked the suspect if he had ever been 
diagnosed with any psychological illnesses. The suspect said he had but was told that he was “okay”. The 
suspect also appeared to have wet his pants. He could not explain when he had done so 


Regarding the use of force in the jail, the suspect said that from what he could remember, he had been put 
into a small cell and was handcuffed “real tight”. He also claimed he was being nice to the deputies; 
however, a moment later the suspect told us that he had called Deputy Campbell a “bitch”. He also claimed 
he had been slammed on the hood of a radio car before coming into the jail. The suspect said Deputy 
Campbell entered the booking cell and slammed him down on the ground causing his tooth to become 
loose 

When asked if his handcuffs had been removed at any point, the suspect said his handcuffs were never 
come off throughout the entire incident. It should be noted that not only did Deputies Campbell and 

tell me that the suspect had been un-handcuffed, the witness and | also saw that the suspect had indeed 
been un-handcuffed refuting the suspect's claim. Additionally, the suspect admitted to throwing his shoes, 
though not at Deputy Campbell, when he had been told to take his own shoes off. Lt. Clay asked the 
suspect how it had been possible for him to take his own shoes off and throw them if he was handcuffed 
The suspect gave us a blank stare then repeated that he had never been un-handcuffed 


The suspect was asked to describe his injuries. He said his nose and forehead hurt and his lower left most 
tooth was loose. The suspect opened his mouth and showed us his teeth. He only had the four front teeth 
in his lower jaw. | saw that the suspect had two small cuts (approximately 1/3" in length) above the bridge of 
his nose. At the end of the interview, the suspect claimed he had been punched several times then thrown 
down. He added that he had not thrown his shoes at Deputy Campbell and had not swung at him either. In 
the interview, the suspect had not been asked if he swung at Deputy Campbell. 


Medical Review 


As noted above, the suspect complained of pain to his forehead and nose, and said his lower left most tooth 
was loose. | saw two small (1/3" long) cuts above the bridge of his nose and an abrasion (%" x 1") near the 
upper right side of his head. The suspect also smelled strongly of alcohol and his speech was slurred. The 
suspect was transported to Antelope Valley Hospital were he was medically examined by Malkeet Gupta 
MD. The suspect was treated for an alveolar ridge fracture (jaw) and for a laceration to the top of his head. 
Dr. Gupta advised Sergeant Kevin Turrill that the hairline fracture to his jaw and the laceration to the top of 
his head were consistent with either being punched or falling and hitting his head on the floor. The suspect 
was given an okay to book and was transferred back to Palmdale jail. 
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b= Debriefing held to discuss training and tactical issues. 


The combination of the suspect’s drunken state and hostile attitude warranted the use of caution in handling 
him throughout the booking process. The actions taken by Deputies Campbell and | J this use of 
force incident were objectively reasonable and within Departmental policy. The deputies actions were made 
necessary by the suspect's uncooperative and combative behavior that lead up to his attack upon Deputy 
Campbell. 


Because of the suspect's high level of intoxication, belligerent demeanor, and chronic alcoholism, it may be 
that using force upon him was inevitable. The eventual outcome of this incident, however, could have been 
mitigated had Deputy Campbell employed different options in dealing with an extremely drunk and hostile 
Suspect Riley. Given the suspect's hostility upon entering the jail, Deputy Campbell should have kept him 
handcuffed. The suspect's abusive attitude upon entering the jail was a sound indicator that he wanted to 
fight with Department personnel. Deputy Campbell should have called for the watch sergeant to come to the 
booking area so that if force had to used it could have been directed force. Calling for a supervisor and 
other deputies to be present and assist during the booking of the suspect could have also lessened the 
likelihood that he would have chosen to fight with station personnel due to the odds for success not being in 
his favor. Telling the suspect that his uncomfortable handcuffs would be removed at the end of the booking 
procedure could have been additional leverage used in gaining his cooperation. After the incident | held a 
debriefing in the jail and discussed other options Deputy Campbell could have used. All remarks and 
criticisms were well received and he agreed that the suspect's handcuffs should not have been removed 
given his angry attitude. 


With regard to the suspect's account of his contact with Deputies Campbell апаш there were 
discrepancies in the statements he made about being handcuffed throughout the entire booking process. At 
first he stated that he was put in the booking cell and handcuffed “real tight”. Then he stated that took his 
own shoes off and threw them at Deputy Campbell. When asked again about being handcuffed he 
remained adamant that his handcuffs had never been taken off. He also claimed that he had been slammed 
on the hood of the radio car prior to being escorted into the jail. Deputies Campbell and Breen both told me 
this did not happen. Given the suspect's contradictory statements and his extreme level of intoxication, his 
recollection of the nights events are questionable and leave me with low confidence in his truthfulness. 


A minor issue that arose іп my investigation of this incident was that the witness and | recall the suspect had 
been in booking cell #1. Deputies Campbell and told me they believed the suspect had been in cell 
#2 in their initial reporting of the use of force. When asked later, both deputies told me they could have been 
mistaken about which cell the suspect had been in since both cells are next to each other by the jail sally 
port. 


| asked Mr. Perry Cooksey for a copy of the jail surveillance video for this report. He informed me that due 
to a new video system being installed in the jail the recording system was not operational. 
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Watch Commander’s Review 


After reviewing Sergeant Ybarra’s force package, | concluded the force used by Deputies Campbell and 
was justified and in compliance with the Department's policy regarding the use of force 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: 


Deputy Campbell is currently on unit level performance review aes has 
been involved іп. Although the force was found to be justified, Deputy Campbell should have foreseen the 
heightened potential that force might occur and taken measures to minimize the risk. Had Deputy Campbell 
simply waited until the suspect calmed down and notified the Watch Sergeant, this incident could have been 
avoided altogether. Deputy Campbell must demonstrate the ability to make smart choices regarding how to 
avoid situations that are likely to end in force 


RECOMMENDATIONS AND ACTIONS: 


| spoke with Sergeant Paul Zarris who has been monitoring Deputy Campbell's performance and conveyed 
my concerns. Sergeant Zarris will have Deputy Campbell conduct several briefings on the subject of 
“Handling problematic inmates.” He will research all Field Operations Directives and unit orders relevant to 
this topic. 


Based on Sergeant Yabarra’s investigation and my review of all supporting documents and evidence, along 
with the interview of the suspect, | concluded that Deputy Campbell's use of force was justified under the 
circumstances. | recommend no further action. 


Detective Christopher Bergo presented this case to the Lancaster District Attorney's Office. DA William 
Johnson filed three counts of 69 РС on August 18, 2010, under case number MA050071 


Trial set for 11-04-10.
